LETTER TO GROWERS OF COUNTY 

FROM NATIONAL UNION A. S. OF E. 



Uuder tbe auspices ot the Ameri- 
can Society of Equity, the Tobacco 
Growers association, a branch thete- 
of, will hold Its second annual con- 
vention in Owensboro. October 1H. 19 
and 20 The Hist m«eting was held 
In Lynchburg, Va., November !1 
and 12, 1W04, and recommended that 
no 1904 tobacco should be sold for 
less than an average cf eight and 
vnine cents. These prices have since 
r ... jbeen realized in many instanc es and 
The general average for tobacco dur- 
ing the past year has been much 
higher than in 190 3 04 The coining 
convention intends to declare tbe 
minimum prices at which each class 
and grade of the' 190.) crop should te 
sold. This convention will ba com- 
posed of the leading tobacco growers 
of Kentucky Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Wisconsin, and in 
view of the victories already gainea 
by the oiganized growers, this meet- 
ing will be largely attended and the 
result will be watched with intense 
interest by both growers and dealers 
Secretary T»y\ui, of the Tobacco 
Growers' branch of the American 
Society of Equity, has issued the 
following letter to the^tobacco grow- 
ing farmers ot Breckennage county : 

Letter to Farmers. 

"To the Tobacco Growers of Breck- 
enridge County : It is a fact, now 
openly admitted by the leading to- 
bacco trade journals, that surplus 
stock of tobacco in warehouses and 
factories has nearly all bt>en brou ht 
into consumption. This has been the 
reault of the increased demand during 
the past year, and the fa-t that much 
of the 1904 tobacco is still held by 



loaning prephrations to entertain sev 
eral hundred tobacco growers. 

Trust Doubles Its Money. 
"It is said that the tobacco trnst 
doubles its money on every pound of 
tobacco it buys. In other words the 
manufacturers make cluar as mucn 
money as they give the farmer for the 
entue crop. If tobacco is worth so 
much to the consumer, is there any 
reason why the farmer snould not 
have fair pay for producing such a 
wealth of luxury? Isn't it time that 
the farmers were tasting some or the 
sweets of lire? * 
; "Those who are I 
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two years' surplus on hand,' is no 
longer credited nor is it true. It is 
also generally admitted bv tbe tobacco 
journals that thH crop of 1904 was 
much below a normal crop, and that 
the crop of 1905 will be little, if any 
larger. It is evident, and the evidence 
is more evident to the tobacco dealer 
than to anyone else, that before the 
crop of 190(1 can be placed oi the 
market, every pound and scrap Df 1904 
and 1905 tobacco in first hands will be 
sought for and gobbled op, and if the 
growers hold tbe crcps bacK and mar 
ket slowly, pric es will be much higner 
than those now offered. 

"Tne organized tobacco growers are 
desperately in earnest in their de- 
mands for fair prices and the coming 
convention which will extend over a 
period of three days will be the lar- 
gest, most important gathering of to- 
bacco growers ever known in this 
country. Capable committees will ar- 
range plans for handling the crop from 
the time it is put in the barn nntil it 
is turned into cash at Ihe prices asked 
by the farmers Prcminent tODMCO 
growers will attend and tire the zeal 
of the farmers with ' strong speeches. 
Many delegates nave aready been ap- 
^•■ omted, an d the city of Owensboro is 



will be greatly surprised to see how 
thoronghlv in earnest the farmers are 
and how much they have already ac- 
complished. The farmers are leaining 
the tobacco business The stock excuses 
for low prices heretofore sent broad- 
cast by the tobacco boards of trade, 
are no longer swallowed blindly, ana 
the fellows out between the tobacco 
rows and in the tobacco barns know 
about how much tobacco is grown and 
how much is needed to supply the de- 
mand. They also know about what it 
costs the mauutaoturer to put out 
the stuff the consumer purchases, and 
tuey know ^what the consumer pays 
for it. They cannot harmonizs the 
statements and the facts so that only 
a pittance shoaM belong to the pro- 
ducer. The sooner all planters get 
their eyes wide open and become fully 
alive to the situation, the better for 
them. 

Should ^ Represented 

'Every county that produces enough 
tobacco to make a smoke should have 
a delegation at Owensboro, whether 
they are organized or not. If they are 
not organized they soon will be when 
they learn how many of the organize,! 
faimers saved more money through 
their organization than some others 
made. The growers in many countifs 
of Kentucky Mild Tennessee have held 

their 1904 crops and making fnll 

preparations to hold their crop of 
1905. 

"The wheat growers of Kansas, 
many of them, are dumping their 
wheat at M cents per bushel. In In- 
diana the farmers are partially organ- 
ized and better educated along the 
lines of controlled marketing, and 
are marketing more wisely, receiving 
*5 aud 90 cents. The farmers of Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, where they are 
thoroughly oiganized, are in some 
cases U'ing offered 90 cents to |1.00. 
This shows how much wheat is 
really worth. It shows what it ought 
to sell for, and why It does not in all 
cases. More than all, it shows that 
when the farmers want anything and 
demand it co-operatively, they get it. 

"Any fanner who sells a pound of

F Spontaneous Combustion Fire.

The mau, who was 
over sixty years of age, staggered from 
the house and walked a few paces and 
fell to the ground dead.

Fate, accompanied hy his wife, 
retnrred to Cloverport Thursday even- 
ing on th«- accommodation train, and 
went to the home of Jan. J.ogsdon, 
his brother-in-law. Pate was arresttd 
in Grayson county, n<ar Olaton, Ohio 
county, by Sheriff Bannon, of Hawe* 
ville, the Brat of last week. 

Regaiding Pate's examining trial a 
dispatch from Bawtaville, undor dat* 
\f August 10, in the Owenaboro Mee- 
' a) n^er, say-,: 
* "Charles Pate, who was accused of 
the murder of William O. Thomas at 
the rock quarry above town, did not 
find many believers OH the day of his 
arrest when he del lsred that he had 
nothing to do with the man's death 
and that he died of heart disease. But 
yesterday, when he was arraiened for 
examining trial here, be stuck to the 
story. Not only this but he MMOMded 
In making it appear plausible enough 
that be was dismissed. 

"The people of Hancock coonty 
generally believe now tnat Thomas' 
death WM due to heart failure, and 
the finding in Pate's trial is a pop- 
ular one.

Yet Such Thing May Occur. 

The News dues not like to have to 
all the attention of tfie people of 
Cloverport to the fact that it is iinpot- 
taut that the town should »><• cleaned 
np from front to rear and that it ia 
necessary that every thing thut is 
asleterioni to health should be re- 
moved from the town. The city l>oar«l 
of health, composed of Mayor L. T. 
Reid and Dr. F. M Smith, city 
health officer, has notified the citizens 
that thev must clean np their premi- 
ses within the next ten days, by pub- 
lishing an official notice in the News 
and by distributing hand bills to that 
effect, but it seems that some prop- 
erty holders are late every summer 
abont taking this important Btep and 
are neglectful unless repeatedly noti- 
fied and cautioned about the detri- 
mental results that may follow if they 
do not take it. It would seem that 
every pioperty holder would be glad 
to show his appreciation of the servi- 
ces of the town authorities by co -oper- 
ating with them in a work of great 
benefit to all.
